The city having been allowed to 
relax, as it were, for a couple of 
rfays, gets another lift on Tuesday, 
September 28th. On that day will be 
the greatest pageant that is design- 
ed to illustrate, through a series of 
artistic living pictures on floats that 
are bigger than any ever seen in 
any procession before, the history 
of New York from the days of the 
Iroquois to the middle of (he last 
century. 

The line of Iparade will be from 
Central Park West and 110th 
Street, down Central Park West to 
Fifty-ninth Street and Fifth Ave- 
nue, and down Fifth Avenue to 
Washington Square and Fourth 
Street, where it will disband. 

The day following this parade, 
Wednesday, will la- devoted to 
public school exercises and boat 
races on the Hudson opposite River- 
side Drive and Yonkers. The mili 
tary parade will be held on Thurs- 
day, a feature being the probable 
participation of forces from the 
foreign war ships. Friday will be 
naval parade, which will differ 
from the rendezvous and manoeu- 
vres of the first day, only in that 
the vessels will proceed up the river 
to Newburg and there meet a flotil- 
la of vessels from the river. 

On Saturday night, October 3d, 
the week of celebration, so far as 
New York City is concerned, will 
culminate in a grand carnival 
parade, organized by the German 
societies of the city. There will be 
N torchlight parade, with guards of 
honor in dorninos, and there will be 
fifty floats of allegorical and poetic- 
al significance. 

The week following the cities on 
the Hudson River north of New 
York will celebrate and will have 
their parades and water shows, 
formed of parts of what will have 
been seen in New York. On Sa- 
turday night, October 9th, Presi- 
dent Taft, by pressing an electric 
button, will light immense signal
